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Thus, Examples 3-5 of the present implication «cenq}lified the molar ratio of tert-butyl 
hydroperoxide to the compound of formula B of 1.28, 1.33 and 1,24. 

Therefore, there is support for amending the allowed claim 8 by replacing "1.34:1" with 
"1.24:1" 

When claim 8 recited "1 .34:1" in the Amendment filed on November 8, 2005, the 
Amendment argued that claim 8 would have been patentable over Monserrat because Monserrat 
uses a molar ratio of tert-butyl hydroperoxide to the compound of formula B of 1.09:1. As 
explained above, the correct molar ratio of tert-butyl hydroperoxide to the compound of formula 
B used in Monserrat should have been 1 .02: 1 , instead of 1 .09: 1 . Applicants submit that claim 8 
as amended in the present Preliminary Amendment should also be patentable over Monserrat.
